There are lots of ways of getting 
crippled by exploding blasting caps lie- 
sides hitting them with a hammer and 
putting them In the fire. Extracting 1 
the contents with a pin distributes uu- 
told lingers; holding a lighted match 
under them or thrusting the flaming 
end into the cap gets immediate ac- 
tion In the mines and quarries even, 
where the men who hnve to use hlast- 
iug,caps every dny ought to know bet- 
ter, there are plenty of mangled bunds 
and punctured hides as the result of 
crimping caps on fuse with a Jack- 
knife, poiuted nail or any tool that's 
nandy. 

Many a miner has blown a hole 
through his face in biting the cap on 
the fuse, and others have ailed them- 
selves with copper or have been killed 
outright by the sparks from their hat 
lamps or pipes dropping in an open 
box of caps. Lots of blasters continue 
to bite fhe caps on the fuse and think 
That because they have never exploded 
fhem they never will, but some day 
fbey will bite the business end and 
lose something besides teeth. It Is 
much easier aud lots safer to use the 
crimper, a tool made for the purpose. 
Accidentally stepping on a cap will 
often spoil a perfectly good foot, 
{■"■parks, flame, heat, blows, friction- 
it's all the same to the cap to which 
they are applied. 

A blasting cap is a copper shell about 
a qnnrter of an Inch In diameter and 
nn inch or two long, half full of fulmi- 
nate of mercury. This fulminate is 
tin- most sensitive and about the most 
impnhtive explosive in common use. 
Blasting caps contain anywhere from 
fifteen to tweuty grains of It. Primers 
for firearms cartridges usually contain 
uol more than oue grain.

UKtn UwMl In the New York A uteri- 
1 can says: 

The nearest npproncli to the great 
work of tupping nature's unlimited 
store of eleetrh Ity :s the act allowing 
Irrigating streams from high moun- 
tains to turn turbine generators over 
and over again In different power 
plants along down the sides of the 
mountains atai then after securing all 
mechanical work .>f gravitation secure 
growing work in the prowth of food 
piaBtS. This Is the height at present 
of bMM fliiil in the work of "tapping 
nature." 

Windmills turning armatures Is an 
oilier way of tapping. And the cap 
Hire of water in t.des, using the force 
of outllow. Is still another. We still 
have the dynamos with us. We must 
turn armatures wiih their polar held- 
of magnetic lines. 

We must use running water or flow- 
ing winds to tap tM tUft or burn carbon 
under boilers, which is too tax pensive 
and prosaic to be called the high art of 
tapping, as one would turn a faui-et.

The conclusion is tbat if one can live 
with one-sixth of bis lung power he 
emgbt to do very well indeed with a 
single lung.— Boston Ilerald.

Gum digging in New Zealand offers 
one of the most unusual and Interest- 
ing forms of labor, partly because of 
the ease with which tbe work may be 
carried on and partly because it is said 
New Zealand Is the only country where 
gum digging is done. 

Originally the gum which Is now 
brought to light came from tbe kauri 
tree, which is now scarce, but sges ago 
great forests of It probably covered 
most of tbe northern part of tbe 
North island. These forests were swept 
away by fire, and today tbe landscape 
is mostly low brown bills with occa- 
sional swamps. Gum burns very eas- 
ily, but such as was covered by tbe 
dank forest debris escaped the Are. 

Hardened and preserved through un- 
countable ages, tbls Is the gum tbe 
gum digger seeks today. Uy paying 5 
shillings a year be may wander and 
dig where be likes over enormous areas 
of government lands. All that is re- 
quired Is n kind of spear to locate the 
gum, a spade to dig It and a bag to 
put it in. At night it Is scraped and 
sorted, according to size nnd quality. 

"In digging," says a writer iu Pear- 
son's Magazine, "you enjoy all tbe ex- 
citement of gambling without incur- 
ring the sin. And then to work for 
yourself when you like, where you like 
nnd bow you like Is delightful beyond 
belief. Also you are free to live as 
your fancy turns and to have as many 
friends as you wish or as few." 

The climate Is pleasant, and the re- 
turns from tbe work, though not 
financially great, ranging from $1.75 a 
day upward, are perhaps all tbat the 
enterprise warrants.

First Vi.w of La P»i Is Startling 
to tha Tourist, 

.lames Bryce in his book "South 
America" gives a picturesque descrip- 
tion of the approach to La Paz, Bolivia. 
He tells how the traveler who nears 
La Puz bas a surprise in front of blm 
if be is coming from Lake Titicaeo. 
tbe usual route from tbe const. At a 
point 13.000 feet above sea level the 
railway from Guayaquil meets tbe rail- 
way from Antofagnsta. 400 miles away 
to the south. "From this point, called 
Vlacba, the route turns eastward to- 
ward the Cordillera, tbe line climbing 
slowly in wide sweeps over the dusty 
and sbrubless plateau on whose thin 
grass sheep are browsing. There Is 
not a house visible, and the smooth 
slope seems to rue right up against 
the mountain wall lieyond. Where can 
La Paz be? asks the traveler.

In some the 
deaire for Cod Is so feeble that they 
ntisfied by pleasure or by 
llty. Many nre acpn rated from 
Ood through Ignorance, superstition 
and the doctrines of demons, as the 
clarea. Misunderstanding our 
Creator, they are driven away, 
and blinded by "the god of this world." 

Then the Pastor showed thnt with 
aome of the race the desire for God 
and righteouaneas haa prevailed above 
the stupefying Influence of the world, 
the fleab and the Devil This class are 
drawn by the natural Inclination of 
their minds Godward. and are In a fa 
vorable condition, to bear God's voice 
speaking peace to them and pointing 
them to Jesus Christ aa the Way. the 
Truth and the Life. 

Th* Call of tho Goepel Age. 
Next the Pastor pointed out from 
Scripture the tlrst two steps to be 
taken by those who desire to come 
back into harmony with God.

SARDOU AT REHEARSALS. 



Ho Worried the Actors to Scowl* snd 
th* Actresses to Tears. 

Sardou. the great French playwright, 
knew bow to profit by the views of oth- 
er people. Jerome A. Hart writes In 
his book. "Sardou and the Sardou 
Play a." 

"Like Alexandre Dutnas pere, Sardou 
was extremely sensitive to the opinions 
of the less subtle spectators of bis re- 
hearsals He closely watched and 
heeded the Impressiona and comments 
of the stage carpenters, scene painters, 
firemen, supers and other humble peo- 
ple behind the scenes. They represent- 
ed to him the average mind of the av- 
erage audience. To the opinions of ac- 
tors of his unproduced pieces he paid 
little heed: to the opinions of critics. 
] none at all. At rehearsals no details 
escaped him. He would seat himself 
on the stage chairs and sofas, open and 
* abut the practicable doors, go to the 
i back of the parterre to study the per- 
i sped it e of the scene, climb to the high 
I est gallery to see if the audience there 
could hear, and then hasten back to 
i the stage. 

i "There be would sent" himself. Jump- 
I ing up during the rehearsal thirty or 
I forty times to show the actors his idea 
of the action. In doing this he would 
laugh, would cry. would shriek and 
would even die a mimic death. Com- 
ing to life again, be would call for his 
overcoat and hasten to muffle himself 
up as before. He was very sensitive to 
cold and always came on the stage 
with a heavy coat, a muffler and cap 
to protect him from drafts. 

"He would rehearse from 10 in the 
morning until 3. when be would take a 
sandwich and a glass of wine.

•t which bour be would go blithely 
forth Into the street, smiling and bum-
